Urej;.. adopted the following 
resolution relative to the uork of the American 
Red Cross: 


"Whereas. The American Red Cross as an 


organization of unselfish service is helping to in- 
terpret the constructive spirit of our Republic, 
which holds sacred human life and the ideal* it

"Whereas. In its mission to relieve physical 


pain and minister to the distressed in body and

and that our people look upon the organization 
as the great agency of relief when misfortune 
comes; therefore. 


"Resolved. That the American Federation of 


Labor, acknowledging the effective work accom- 
plished by the American Red Cross in all its vari- 
ous services, commends the unselfish activities of 
this national organization as deserving of unsel- 
fish support, and bespeaks for it full and hearty 
co-operation in its purpose to extend to the re- 
motest community its healing ministrations to 
humanity." 


President Coolidge has, by proclamation, designated Sunday, November 1 1th, "Arm- 
istice Day" as Red Cross Sunday and it will be so observed through all the states and 


insular possessions. 


The Seventh Annual Red Cross Roll Call will begin on Red Cross Sunday and con- 


tinue until Thanksgiving Day.
